Land Lock Salmon. 

To The Field: —The winter so far has been very 
pleasant for the fish culturist, it being so warm and 
open. The California Salmon have all been distributed 
for this season, the farthest south any going beiDg to 
the Belleville Club, below St. Louis. The next lot of 
spawn will come from Maine—that of the land lock 
salmon, a fresh water fish from one of the five lakes of 
Maine, and the only State this fish is found, and are 
only found in these lakes. Hamlin says of this fish: 
“If we cannot boast of the gameness of the salt water 
salmon of our country with those of Europe, we may 
truly exult over the game qualities of the mysterious 
fresh water salmon, which will afford as fine sport to 
the anglers as does the salmo salar to the British an¬ 
gler in the rivers of England, Ireland and Scotland. 
This fish is less known to the anglers than to the nat¬ 
uralist, they having been very careful net to express 


themselves on paper in relation to this fish.” There 
having been some dispute as to classification of this 
fish, Prof. Hamlin says: "The most exciting and by far 
the most proper way to catch this splendid fish is by 
means of on artificial fly, and after a while the sports¬

she was on the Chicago track in 1875. Mark Boorham 
has a Messenger mare, now at Flint breeding to Main- 
brino Gift. He has also a gray roadster that won’t al¬ 
low any horse to throw dust on his driver when he is 
out. Air. W. R. Cady has a three year-year-old mare 
by Magna Charta out of a Messenger mare. Mr. E. 
8. Peck has a gray gelding, 5 years old, he will be in 
training soon, und his friends say he will make a good 
mark on the track. Chas. W. Mills owns the dark bay 
gelding Sleepy John. Those who know him consider his 
name a failure, and call him Grand Rapid. Frank 
Foster's white horse Tramp is a rocket for speed, and 
hard to beat. By. Holley owns Little Sam, a chestnut 
gelding 8 years old, and Johnny Trouble, now winter¬ 
ing in California. They will be brought back in the 
spring, and will he heard from wheu the races com¬ 
mence. S. A. Walling has the fine bay gelding Duster, 
6 years old, a very speedy animat. L. H. Hascall ban 
a pair of thoroughbred geldings, four and three years 
old, by Lightning, out of a Wagner mare. There are, 
of course, scores of others, which I hope to see at some 
other time. I am satisfied that Michigan has as much 
blooded stock as any State in the West, and that Grand 
Rapids has her full quota.

Notes from Uocle Sam’s Headquarters. 

Wasbisotoh, D. C., Jan. 18, 1878. 

To The Field: —In my last 1 promised to give you 
an account of tbe deer bunl to which I was invited It 
was agreed that we would take the early train on the 
Virginia Midland R. R , slop at Springfield, and drive 
from that place in the direction of Burke's. 

On the morning of the 18th inst., the party assembled 
and. nine in number, formed a merry party. We bad 
with us two bounds, having seDt three over several 
days before. We kept the car in a very lively humor, 


and our fellow passengers were sorry lo have us leave. 
We were met at Springfield by Mr. Bead), a veteran 
deer hunter, with three deer hounds, who looked like 
they ought to catch a deer to have something to eat. 
After a cup of hot coffee we made ready for the chase, 
and Air. Beach put us each on what he considered a 
good runway, while he and another party woul into the 
woods to drive. 

It was not very long before the dogs struck a fresh 
trail, and gave loud tongue. I was cheered by the 
music, and the weather being down near zero, and tbc 
sounds going away from me, I proceeded to make a lire 
to keep warm. After getting the tire started, 1 made a 
brush house out of fallen pine bushes, und having a 
log for a seat, felt very comfortable. The wind did not 
distress me, und, in fact, 1 forgot the deer, aud thougbt 
only of keeping warm. I think my warm tiro must 
have gone to the next Btand, for soon I had a visitor, 
who, without a word, seated himself on the log beside 
me and put his hands und feet near tbe fire. After a 
lime we heard a cracking in the bushes,- und a voice 
said. "I smell smoke,” and on looking in that direction 
we saw another shooter, who was chilled to the heart. 
All this time the voices of the hounds could be beard, 
now near and then again away off, und we hoped his 
deership would conic our way. 

While we waited and mused on the uncertainty of 
deer huuting in that portion of ihe State, we heard a 
shot off in the distance, and Dick grabbed his gun, and 
pointing it up a pine tree near at hand fired, when 
dowD fell a good sized hen turkey. I opened my eyes, 
and so did my companion. Dick then told us he bail 
Been that turkey fly there, and before ho could get away 
bud fired a load of buckshot ut him, with the result be¬ 
fore us. We hoped more would come, but they did 
not, and soon after we heard the signal calling us to¬ 
gether. 'After assembling, and a looking around, we 
found that the deer had crossed below all of the stands, 
aDd so we gave him up. 

We had some hours of daylight left, and concluded 
to have a rabbit chase. We put two of the hounds on 
the trail, and soon had the pleasure of having the game 
started. The dogs carried him along very lively until 
a shot brought him to grass. There was too much 
sport of this kind to make it interesting, and we soon 
abandoned it and adjourned to a house ncur to gel 
something to eat, to which, I assure you, we did jus¬ 
tice. 

We went out no more, and wailed for the train to 
take us back to the city. The train came, wc got 
aboard, and oft" we went. When we arrived at Alex¬ 
andria, the passengers from the steamer Arrow took 
passage with us. and one party who had been duck 
shooting at Mt. Vernon had about thirty pairs of ducks, 
and offered them for sale. What a fortunate event! 
Every deer hunter bought two or more pairs, and made 
up a tale to tell at home. . 

As I have said before, deer meat is not very good.

Water Spaniels and Retrievers. 

Of the water spaniels there are but two pure varieties, viz.: the 
English and Irish. Tuo former (a uuw very nearly extluct, though 
a siugle rpecimen may still be occasionally met with. About the 
drat of the present century, as we learn from the writers of those 
times, this dog was cotumou, and principally employ'd in hunt¬ 
ing wld fowl, In form he was a large-sized, well-built dog. In¬ 
variably liver color with a white ring round the ueck and 
duwu the breast, and a uarrow strip of white down the face. The 
stern was well feathered aud busby, und the ears rather small. 
As this do’’ was used oaly as a retriever, aud was apt to be bard- 
mouibed, he has of late years given place to the Improved re¬ 
triever , and with me decrease in demand for hla services the 
breed has beeu allowed to run out. 

In Ireland the water spume! has been brought up to a high de¬ 
gree of perfectiou, aud is, tudeed, a very valuable animal. There 
are two varieties in the kingdutn, known us the northern aud 
southern spaniel. These vary in color, coat aud form. Of the 
two. the southerner Is greatly the superior, especially those 
kuuwn as the McCarthy breed. Uullke the northern dog, whicn 
was while, or liver aud white in a majority of cases, these 
dugs have uo while, hut are a rich nark liver. The ears 
of the northern dog are very short, but in McCarthy’s breed 
measure about twenty-six iucliea from tip to tip. Tbe body Is 
covered Willi close, stiff curls, aud a mask or top-knot of long 
bair ruus down to the middle of tbe forehead, amt exteuds back 
to the top of the head iu cue form of a V, Tue tall is large at the 
juuction with the body, but tapers quickly to u sharp, sting-liko 
point, being abort aud uufeathered. In height the dog is from 
twenty-three to tweuly-flve inches. These are superior water 
dogs, and make due retrievers, as their coats dry quickly,and they 
are thus saved much discomfort and hardship from exposure to 
cold and frost. 

The Fancier*' Gazette gives tbe following Hcale for judgment: 

'Head should be rather long, but u broadieh skull, and some 
what poodleisti, with a long powerful juw; forehead very promi¬ 
nent. With a well-deUned and capacious lop knot tmugiug down 
the centre of forehead, uol spreud out, but coming to u point be¬ 
tween the eyes, with a crisp aud curly uppearauce; body well de¬ 
veloped. with good loins ; coat all curls, but longer iu curls than 
the curly coated retriever; in fact a different style altogether; legs, 
in proportion lo body, louger than any of our field spuniels, with 
u deal of'feather of a ringlet description ; well-webbed feet; stern 
showing a slight curve upwards, but uot coming over tbe back, 
without feather; color, liver; whole appearauce a ■•devil-may- 
care 1 ’ look.* 


POINTS IN JUDOINU. 
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There are a number of kennels of these dogs in Canada, but 
until the last few yean* few. If any, have beeu imported into the 
United States. They are now fast gaining favor, especially in the 
West, as they make valuable duck doge, aud we look for a 
rapid increase of their numbers. The best kennels we know of 
ar those of Mr. J. LI. Whitumu, coutaiuiug the celebrated 
blood of J. 8. Skidmore's famous Doctor, and Mr. Charles Turn¬ 
er’s with the Cooper strain. 

The English custom of not allowing setters and pointers to re¬ 
trieve reudersdogs especially intended for this work u necessity, 
and tbe fact that they are often required to life and bring a heavy 
object, such as a duck or hare, makes size aud strength a matter 
of great consideration. This is, according to 'Stonehenge,” no 
distinct breed of retrievers, but they may be found of ali varie- 
li- s. I think it is. however, quite generally concluded that the 
best retriever is produced either directly from the small 8t. 
John's or Labrador breed, or from a cross between the Irish wa¬ 
ter Spaniel and the Newfoundland. The St. John's is a hardy and 
excellent swimmer, with a good, easy mouth, and is cousiuered 
the type or the llat or wavy-coaea dog. The cross with the 
Spaniels gives a curly coat. Among the best examples of these 
two varieties, '*8toue.ienge” mentions Mr. Corse's celebrated 
dogs, Windham and Jet, tbe former a wavy, aud the latter a 
curly-coated specimen. These doge have won a number of prizes, 
aud are well known as among the best of their day. In height 
Windham stands 27Iuches, and weighs pouuds; while Jet is 

inches high, aud weighs 77 pouuds. 'i he approved colors for 
noth varieties are black, black and tan, or black with brindled 
marks ou tbe lower parts of tbe legs. Tbe stern should be heavily 
feathered, but with a Mper to a sharp point. Iu the curly-coated 
variety the face should be smooth, and the legs free from feather 
below' the hock. There are many diverse opinions regarding the 
best cross with these where a cross is necessary, but the burden 
of proof seems to indicate the setter as giving tbe best result.

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The Draught Horses of France. 

French draught horses arc the constant delight and 
wonder of strangers in Paris. Their merits are c m- 
spicuous to those most lacking in horse-wisdom. They 
are good looking, spirited and preeminently useful 
They are a condensation of muscular force, a vivifica- 
tion of dead pull, and an incarnation of horse pluck. 
Large or small (though none are really small), they im¬ 
press all in the same way—with mingled emotions of 
surprise, admiration anu respect. 

The most noticeable horses are Percherou and Nor¬ 
man stallions, which arc beginning to be well-known 
in America. One sees, however, Flemish, Belgian and 
Boutonnais stallions and geldings, the latter predomi¬ 
nating in point of numbers. The horses from these 
districts are much alike —in fact, I cannot tell how they 
differ—they are not so close knit and sinewy as the 
Norman breeds, but are larger and of various colors; 
browns, sorrels, bays and blacks being more common 
than the prevailing dappled-gray of the Normans. 
There are among them superb specimens of horse-flesb, 
and with the careful aud admirable shoeing of the 
French farriers, they have good useful feet even on 
Paris pavements. These are not the horses that the 
curious traveler stops to watch aud to admire, nor is it 
the superb arch-necked, high-stepping, well-kept car¬ 
riage horses, though there are many of these, and 
among them those whose thin necks, small heads,,bi 
nostrils, silky coats and thin manes indicate a good 
share of blood. r 

The admirable horse is the Norman. The Percheron 
iB a branch of the family, and may or may not be re¬ 
garded as an improvement, according to the use for 
which he is destined; an Improvement, certainly, re- 

f aided as a horse of varied work—not for heavy draft. 

'he true Norman for honest, lasting, hard pulling, I 
believe has no superior in the world. What the Clydes 
would do, were they used as stallions in pairs, or 
in strings of four or six, i do not know. The two are 
rival breeds and arc well matched. The preference for 
the latter when used as geldings is no doubt well 
founded, and where farmers depend upon regular sales 
of a certain number of colts annually, they are of 
course right in selecting sires which will insure them 
the greatest profit. 

At present, taste or fashion in America is for tall, big 
geldings, and gray is a color little in favor. Hence 
Clyde stallions arc the favorites now as stockhorses, 
and there is little protit in lighting the fashion. A few 
such stables as Babbit’s in New YorkyviH do much 
towards making a change in favor of powerful, corn- 


cause, forsooth, those who go among them arc afraid 
of their heels—often with good cause. In Paris 1 
learned that these horses rarely or never kick. When 
vicious they bite sometimes, but very few have any 
vicious tendencies. The freedom from vice, and their 
general gentleness, is no doubt largely attributable to 
4J»e fact that until they are three or four years old they 
are bandied almost exclusively by women, and are al¬ 
ways gently but firmly treated. 

There is a gradual shading off of large Percherons 
into Normans proper, which are simply larger, when of 
the host type. The ill-bred ones have big heads, hol¬ 
low bucks, more hair upon the legs, and the legs have 
a more meaty look than the Percherons, whose legs 
look as clean and firm as if of ivory. The entire race 
of Normans is large boned and strong limbed, but 
there arc inaDy among them in which a cleanness of 
limb, a smoothness and hardness showing both good 
breeding and good blood. There have been more of 
the large Norman horses recently imported into our 
country, than of the more compact Percheron. Most 
of these have no doubt proved useful and popular sires, 
but my own preference is decidedly for the close-knit, 
low-set, broad, heavy, high and round hoofed horses, 
which are neither of the greatest height nor weight. 

When these horses are sold they are tested, to prove 
their willingness to pull their best, by being harnessed 
to a strong, heavy, loaded uvo-wheeled truck, the 
wheels of which are chained, and they are expected to 
throw their full weight into the collar and pull theirut- 
most, usually dragging it a little way. It is exceeding¬ 
ly rare to see any of this kind of horses going lame, 
either from bad feet or from spavins, splints, ring¬ 
bones or any of the more common ailments oT the feet 
and legs. As soon as a horse shows any serious trouble 
of this kiud he is sold back to tbe country for work in 
hauling stone, in the lime and plaster pits or other 
labor upon country roads or soft ground. . It is rare to 
sec tender-fooled draught horses in Paris, and even 
contracted heels are rare in any cluss of horses there. 
The contrast is at once observable on going to London, 
where one secs plenty of both. This is due both to 
the excellence of the feet of French horses and to the 
good shoeing they receive. . ... 

These horses are bought and sold at fairs in the dis 
tricts where they are bred. The 1 urgest fairs are held 
at Chartres in the district of Elute et Loire. A strang¬ 
er going to these fairs finds himself a perfect nonentity 
except as a looker-on. If he employs an agent, as he 
must do if he wishes to buy, the business is really done 
without him. If he wishes to go into particulars aud

and ifTill this be true, by far the cheapest teams for 
city draft, from the very heaviest casting and 
boiler hauling to the lighter draft of one horse 
trucks. 

The color of draft horses would seem to be an al 
most absolutely immaterial thing—yet it is not. If 
any one color bclougs peculiarly to the horse it is the 
dappled gray, and beautiful as are other colors, none 
equals this in picturesqueness, especially when com¬ 
bined with the rounded forms and massive proportions 
which are uatural to these animals. For carriage and 
family Uoraes, gray is an undesirable color, for by the 
shedding of the hair, more or less from early spring 
until settled cold weather, tbe owner of such a horse is 
a marked man. When horses are bred of all colors a 
match iu color is often hard to make, and cross-matches 
or contrasts are often forced upon one, while a match 
in size or form is often sacrificed, to one in color. It is 
therefore of no small advantage to a breed of draft 
horses that their colors vary so little, that faultless 
color uiatches arc the rule rather than the exception 
among ordinary teams, almost pcrlecly matched in 
other particulars. To my eye gray is always beautiful 
in a draft horso even when age bleaches it (never 
fades), and if it becomes snow white, or nearly so, it 
is still handsome, while the fact that it shows dirt 
and staius so readily, is no disadvantage, inasmuch as 
it makes careful grooming a necessity. 

The Paris omnibus company uses the moderate 
sized, compact, tough Percherous of second or third 
quality Their omnibuses are much heavier than ours, 
and have scats for 12 or 14 inside, and for as many on 
the top. The horses take a slow trot and keep it up 
hill and down, except up quite sleep grades when they 
frequently have the aid of a third horse. 

The loams are usually well matched, always well 
fed aud iu good working order, sometimes fat. Their 
service is very severe, yet they always show the most 
thorough pluck and spirit. When al rest at the stage 
termini, or at the stopping places, the horses constan tly 
exhibit life and fire, pawing and neighing and acting 
very restless until allowed again to settle their shoulder 

into the collar. , _ , • . 

Other and superior classes of Percherons, arc used 
for moderately heavy draft by licensed truckmen, by 
mercantile bouses or others. They possess Lbe same 
characteristics in general, but are larger, more beauti¬ 
ful and more stylish. They are usually not worked so 
steadily and are better groomed and perhaps better 
fed. Many are worked singly, and others tandem or 

'^uels struck with the excellence of their feet, which 
are clean, trim, round, full, heavily ironed and never 
greased, and never show file marks* l heir build is so 
much like genuine ponies, that they do not strike tne 
observer as large, though perhaps 1(1 j bands high qi 
higher, but they make their drivers look small, inis 
effect is increased by the great size of the carts ana 
other vehicles. t . ... « 

In visiting the sale stables, in several of which a hun¬ 
dred or more of these horses were exposed for sale, l 
was struck with the manner of the stable hands and 
proprietors. In Twenty-fourth street in New York, no 
one of the employes think of going behiad and among 
the horses without a wu.p, and the rumps of the poor 
animals are snapped ft-ta racked the live-long day be- 


aud know exactly what to expect. The breeders know 
their market. They know one buyer needs horses of 
about a certain size and character, and all that they 
have that will suit him are held until he sees them, 
when he generally takes the lot. They arc not going 
to hurt their chances to sell a lot of ten or twelve to 
one man, and he an old customer, for anything a buyer 
can offer who only wants the best horses of the lot. 
Our American buyers have found that out, and sensi¬ 
bly leaving their orders with some reliable Parisian deal¬ 
er, have the choice of those which he brings from one 
of’ these horse fairs at a much more reasonable figure 
than they could serve themselves at. 

1 found prices to vary considerably ; but $500 to $800, 
gold, will cover tbe range. 

Tbe most astonishing stories are told of the weight 
which some of these horses will move on a level road. 

I could hardly credit it, but was assured that a certain 
horse, used as a wheel horse of- a team of six, driven 
tandem, started and moved off alone with a truck under 
which was slung a stone weighing, with the truck, 19 
tons. The horse was a stallion seven or eight years 
old, over 17 hands high and very heavy. Three tons 
for a single horse Beems to be no very unusual load, 
and six tons for a pair is certainly common. 

1 am told by dealers in draught horses in the city of 
New York, that when they go among the breeders in 
Pennsylvania and farther west, they have offered to 
them under the name of “ Boston horses," a class of 
horses which arc not suitable for tbe New York mar¬ 
ket, and which are held at considerably higher prices 
than they could be sold at here. They are heavy 
pony-built, powerful, high-crested, small-headed, 
strong-limbed animals, showing constitution and adap¬ 
tation to hard work. 

New York customers will not look at a horse less 
than 10 hands now, und prefer 17. The Bostonian, on 
the contrary, takes little account of height, but insists 
on knowing the weight accurately. It is easy to see 
that Boston will have to buy fewer horses than New 
York will to do the Bame amount of work. Their 
smaller horses would probably pull the tall ones oil 
their feet to begin with, and it is not too much to say 
they would outlast them uiaDy years. 

1 may not be correct, but have a nolion that this de¬ 
mand for tall horses, and the preference for bays aud 
browns, is what makes Clyde stallions so popular now- 
a-days. Of course it is the farmer's policy to breed 
colts that will sell well, and if height sells the horse, 
he must breed for that; but if a kuowledge of the fit¬ 
ness of things makes weight in a horse (other things 
being justly considered), decide the market value, .i 
use of Percheron and Norman sires of the best ty,» 
will surely grow in favor. Mason C. Weld. 

Feeding Work Horses. 

The Cincinnati Gazette gives the following account 
of tbe way the Adams Express Company feed their 
horses, which are always noticeably sleek and fat: 
The number of horses kept at the stable is 54. Four 
hostlers attend to these. Promptly at 4 o’clock a m., 
the watchman of the stable gives to each horse eight 
ears of corn. Then, about 5 o'clock, the hostlers com¬ 
mence their duties. Of those under the caie of each, 
one by one is led to the watering trough aDd then to 
the urinary. This consists of a pit sunken 10 or 12 in¬ 


ches below the level of ll*i basement ground floor, and 
kepi compactly filled with sawdust and short shavings. 
And it is a remarkable fuel that u horse in this stable 
scarcely urinates excepting at ini- place, especially 
prepared for him. When horses come in from their 
work, the harness are removed, ami they are thou led 
at once to the urinary. When a fresh or green horse 
comes to the stable, by being driven wilh some old 
stager that kuows tbe rules of tbe stable, the new 
comer soon learns to conform to the habits of the older 
inmates. Front five to seven o’clock, each horse is 
taken in band ami thoroughly curried, brushed and 
cleaned, from ten to fifteen minutes being spent by a 
hostler upon each horse. A damp, woolen cloth is 
always rubbed over tbe coat of a horse after being cur¬ 
ried und brushed. This serves to remove all loose 
dandruff and to give that fine, glossy, sleek appearance 
so noticeable in the animals of this stable. Tbe horses 
are led nothing in the morning, excepting the eight 
ears of corn. After being led back to tbe stall when 
cleansed, they are then ready for work. Tbe same 
process of currying, brushing aud cleaning is also pone 
through with al noon and at night, al the close of their 
forenoon and afternoon’s work. At noon each horse is 
fed with a half a peek of oats. At night chopped 
feed if given. Tliis is composed of sheaf oats or rye 
straw passed through a straw cutter, and then, when 
wet, ground oats aud corn ami bran mixed up with it. 
A peek and a half of this is given to each horse. In 
addition to the chopped feed the rack is supplied with 
eight or Dine pounds of bright, sweet, timothy hay, 
this being the total amount ot buy which is fed. And, 
perhaps, of this supply the horse will noteat more than 
five pounds during the night, finishing up the balance 
during the next day, While Mr. Barret is particular 
to give nothing but clean timothy bay, in summer, in 
cold weather he is willing to feed bay which is.one- 
third clover. About once a week a peck of oil-cake 
meal is mixed up with the chopped feed, being equal 
to about a third of a pint to a horse. This promotes 
tbe uniform good condition of tbe animals. Ami if any 
time lbe urine of a horse is cloudy and thickened, a 
tablespoouful of pulverized"resin mixed up with chop¬ 
ped feed is given him. This acts upon his kidneys, 
and the difficulty is at once removed. The horses are 
given what water they want as they come in from their 
work, unless they are warm, and then care is taken 
not t.i water or feed until they arc thoroughly cool. In 
a few weeks, after becoming habituated to the regimen 
of the stables, the same course is takeu with tbe late 
comers. Of course, if horses came iu over heatid, 
then they arc not watered until cooled off. A very 
marked feature connected with the stables is llmi Hu- 
air is so sweet and freslipand probably this is owing 
largely to the fact that scarcely any urinating ever 
takes place iu ihc several stables, and that lbe salinat¬ 
ed sawdust and shavings in the urinary itself arc re 
moved front tbe stables every third day. 


Influence of Siiie and Dam. —Ill an address before 
the Massachusetts Slate Board of Agriculture, Hev. 
W. il. Murray called attention lo tbe small uuUiber of 
stallions capable of transmitting their qualities to their 
descendants, especially noting Justin Morgan as having 
this power in a remarkable degree, transmitting the 
power to transmit his own characteristics. Sueli stal¬ 
lions he thought the most desirable. On another im¬ 
portant point be gave his views as follows: 

The question is often asked, which influences the 
offspring most, the sire or dam? The Arabs believe 
that lbe colt follows the sire, and their success as 
breeders commands our admiration. The Arabian 
horse of to-day is the same horse that was sculptured 
on tbe walls oi' their cities 8,200 years ago. The laws 
of breeding have not only been know n by tbe Arabs, 
but they have been followed. My present belief is 
that the darn is tbe best, as a breeder, that will allow 
the sire to transmit all bis excellencies without inter¬ 
fering by transmitting her own personal characteris¬ 
tics, but will remain perfectly passive and carry the 
off spring of the sire from,, impregnation to birth, us if 
it were not of herself, but its a child in the apron of its 
nurse. Such dams, however, are very scarce. There 
are but very few at my stable al Guilford, and it is a 
question where others can be obtained. If I could se¬ 
cure dams possessing this character, 1 could feel sure 
of results, for 1 could select a perfect stallion. But I 
am not sure of mares that will let me alone in determ¬ 
ining the character of the progeny. 

Intelligent Houses.— From ouv English exchange, 
Land and Water, we clip the following interesting 
scrap, li is not at all an uncommou tbiug for horses 
to “draw their racks" to make their beds. I Lave 
known it in many instances, one most remarkable being 
ihat of a chestnut tliiee quarter-hrod horse that al one 
time was lillcred wilh heather. Thlsliorse was awfully 
'cute ; he would get bis head out of any gear. He was 
also a great feeder, and would eat at any time, and 
auy quantity. If in open stalls wilh oilier horses he 
would go aud eat thi ir mils first, before be attacked bis 
own ; this horse, when littered with heather, used to 
eat. the heather in preference to bis bay, aud when the 
heather was all gone be pulled out the bay, made abed, 
and laid down to sleep on it. Many bursts iu a loose 
stall never lie down until they have made their bed with 
their feel aud mou 111 . 1 bought a horse, and tbe man 

came to me a few days afterwards, to say it had not 
lain down and its feel were gelling stocked 1 had it 
put in a loose box, aud it always made its bed before 
ly ing down ; and if put hi a stall, il bad lo be loosened 
and allowed lo make its bed, otherwise it would never 
lie down.— K. t __

In answer to a call published in these columns for a [ 
meeting of the western turfmeu, about two hundred or v 
the most prominent men interested in trotting and ( 
breeding met at the Palmer House in this city, on the v 
afternoon of the 27th inst., to devise measures to re- , 
lieve them of the annoyances to which they ure now j 
subjected through the Board of Appeals of the Na- , 
tional Trotting Association. ' 

A temporary organization was effected by appoint- | 
ing Gee. Rowett, of Carlinville, III , Chairman, and Hr. , 
Colwell, of Chicago, Secretary. On permanent organi- , 
zation the committee reported Gen. J. W. Singleton, of , 
Illinois, President; Gen. Rowett, of Illinois, and >Ir. S. , 
A. Browne, Vice-Presidents, and D. L. Hall, of Mis- 
sovri. Secretary. 

On taking the chair Gen. Singleton thanked the con¬ 
vention for the honor conferred upon him, stated the 
objects of the meeting and urged upon the members 
the necessity of moderation and careful consideralion 
in all of their proceedings. After which Mr. D.J 
Robinson, of Michigan, read the call of the meeting. 
On motion of the latter gentleman, Committees on Ju¬ 
diciary, Revision of the By-Laws and Rules, Grievan¬ 
ces and Suspensions, were appointed by the chair, con 
Bisting of the following gentlemen: On Judiciary, 
Messrs. W. J- Frazier, D. J. Robinson and Loomis; 
on Revision, Messrs. J. H. Saunders, M. M. Morse, S. 

S Vaughn, M. 8. Robinson, and J. T. Caldwell; on 
Grievances’ Messrs. D. J. Robinson, R. Rowett and Si¬ 
las Tam; on Suspensions, Messrs. O. J. Dimmick, W. J. 
Neely and C. M. Smith. 

On assembling in the evening, the Committee on 
Judiciary submitted their report, which, after consider¬ 
able discussion, was adopted by sections, each of the 
sixteen sections being read, discussed and voted upon 
separately. 

The committee reported in favor of askiDg the is a- | 
tional Trotting Congress, which meets in New York on 
the 9th of next month, to establish a Board of Errors 
for the West, to consist of five members, the conven¬ 
tion designating the names of the gentlemen to consti¬ 
tute such Board; and this Board to have exclusive 
jurisdiction over all cases in the West where the sum 
in dispute did not exceed two hundred dollars.

This death of a I 
layer’s relations is no cause for the disappointment ol 
he public or the disturbance of fixtures. It is a private , 
natter—a distressing and sad event—but no more a j 
auseforthe postponement of a base-ball game than the 
tomaging of any player during the game would be. 
n war a general would not be likely to send a flag ol 
ruce requesting the enemy to suspend hostilities whilst 
te (the general) went to bury his father. The enemy 
vould respond "letthe dead bury their dead; come 
"ou and 1 the battle try.” In such a spirit the Athletics 
•esponded to the Hartford proposition to postpone. 
The Hartfords refused to play, so the Athletics claimed 
;be game and refused for awhile to play with the 
Hartfords till the game was declared as forfeit. From 
this position they eventually hacked down, as a crippled I 
Lreasury forced them to eat humble pie and play with 
ihe Hartfords without counting the aforementioned 
game as forfeit. 

The championship committee consists of a member 
of each of the Boston, Hartford and Mutual clubs. 
Boston was “ boss," and cared not who was second, 
third, or anywhere else. The Mutuals were last and 
had no interest in the matter either. The Hartfords to 
suit their spite and to throw the Athletics, not only out 
of position but out of record, brought up this rule and 
succeeded in throwing the two above-named clubs out 
of the contest. Virtually it did neither any harm. 
But what will the historian say in 1975 when he comes 
to compile a history of championship contests? His 
record of 1875 will have no mention of the Athletic or 
Chicago Club, and posterity will not know that as fine I 
a body of base-ball players as ever handled willow, 
were really second, nor how in that year Chicago was rep¬ 
resented by a splendid failure that put her fifth in¬ 
stead of first on the true playing record of the year. 
Is history to be falsified for a mere technicality? Are 
ch our offspring to be deprived of facts because a cham- 
aa pionship committee exists to exhume useless and mort¬ 
is- bund rules? Are doughty deeds and hard won victories 
ch to be annulled by petty spite and a couple of ill worded 
ow lines ? By no means. Let us do away with the rule 
first and a standing championship committee immedi¬ 


ately afterwards. Let us hack at tbe prcscut organ¬ 
ization till we hack off its ugly irregularities and scoop 
out its rottenness. If committees must be, let them be 
appointed after and not before the season. But of this 
we will speak further^^^^^^^^^ 

The Bogardue-Clarke Mattter. 

Bogardus is unhappy; he does not like us to expose 
his little failings, or to express our opinion of his say¬ 
ings and doings. He is also angry and vituperative. 
Lastly, he does not seem to read with an understanding 
mind. ’ We refrain from publishing his letter, because 
we feel that its publication would injure his reputuliou 
in the eyes of right-minded men ; but if our following 
remarks are not satisfactory to him, and be desires us 
to give fiis letter to the public, we will give him room. 

He takes exception to our commenting on his letter in 
answer to Clarke, though he docs not take exception to. 
our comments, but rather to one we did not make. Wc 
perfectly agree with him, that to blaze simultaneously 
“into the brown” of a covey would be no test of indi¬ 
vidual shooting, and that birds so killed might be very 
easily scored to the wrong man. Wc think that in re¬ 
fusing this portion of Mr. Clarke’s cfcaLenge, Bogardus 
is quite right, and that Mr. Clarke did not, on making 
it, realize the hap-hazard game he was proposing, 
and also that, if other matters, which we did comment 
on, are properly arranged, Mr. Clarke will readily agree 
to alternate shots. Mr. Clarke must see, thus, unless 
the bird is killed stone dead by the one first firing, the 
second shooter will have the chance of bringing down 
the already hard hit bird and scoring it. Agaiu, when 
both men fire almost simultaneously, it will be almost 
impossible to say whose bird it was that fell Now, 
we are all anxious to see Bogardus matched with Mr. 
Clarke, but we are all equally anxious to have no 
chances. We want to know for a certainly that each _ 
man killed every bird scored to him, else what would 
be the use of a match. We have not time nor space to 
make comments on matters that arc of plain common 
sense or of ordinary occurence, and only commented 
on such parts of Bogardus’ proceedings that were ex¬ 
traordinary and savored of the "crooked,’ People are 
not usually in the habit of saying oue thing ouc day 
' and another thing the next, and when we hear them 
doing so we make our remarks, and call their at lent ion 
to what seems to us a mistake. Either Bogardus made 
■ a mistake about speaking of his “game" leg and inu-

Gladiateur. 

We hear by cable telegram that the great racer Glad- 
iateur is no more. By him the French nation revenged 
Waterloo; with his aid they swept the English turf of 
most of its choicest prizes for two consecutive years, 
he receiving but one defeat in his three and four-year- 
old career, and that in the Cambridgeshire slakes in 
1865, won by Gardevesure. For that race he was al¬ 
lotted the top weight and carried the crusher of 158 
lbs., and it is no wonder that he was beaten as he was, 
giving 52 lbs. to a very good mare of his own year. 
He first appeared as a two-year-old in the Newmarket, 
2d October week of 1864, and won the then rich ' 
and much-thought-of Clearwell stakes in a common 
canter, carrying the ordinary weight of 122 pounds. 
At the same meeting he essayed to win the Prendcr- 
gast with a six pound penalty, but failed to give Bed- 
minster four pounds or to beat Siberia, though at six 
pounds he ran Longdown a dead heat for third place. 
At the Houghton meeting he was unplaced to Mr. Ten 
Broeck’s infamous Chattanooga, who, upon winning, 
became a very hot favorite for the Derby of next year, 
for which and the “Two Thousand," Gladiateur was 
despised. Having wintered well however, and trained 
on the “swan necked,” Gladiateur started third favor¬ 
ite for the “Guineas" at seven to one, Bedminster, the 
Prendergaat winner, and the roaring flyer Liddington, 
being ahead of him in the betting. The Frenchman 
won easily |by a neck, Breadalbane, Regqlia and the 
pony Zambesi being in the ruck. Hence, bis course 
I was victorious. He won the Derby anyhow, and cross- 
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ing the chnunel to France, won the Orande Prix de 
Paris as easily as the rich English prize. At Good- 
wood he "lost” the field that opposed him for the 
Drawing-room stakes and won two other rich Btakcs. 

He then rested until the Doncaster September meeting, 
at which he placed himself on record as the proud peer of 
West-Australian, by winning the St. Leger. He started 
at the hitherto unheard of odds of 13 to 8, and even 7 
on him. Those odds seemed lost, as he lay so far behind 
at one time that there seemed no hopes of bis catching 
his horses, but with tho immortal Jimmy Grimehaw in 
the saddle he fairly squandered his field when in the 
straight. The Oak's Victrix Regalia was second and 
Mr. Graham, her owner, protested against Gladiateur 
as a four-year-old, but his protest was unanimously dis¬ 
allowed by the stewards. He then again crossed the 
channel and won in France, re-crossing to meet certain 
defeat in the Cambridgsbire. As a four-year-old he won 
the Derby trial and Claret Stakes at Newmarket and a 
prize at the Chantilly spring meeting, then made his 
last appearance on the turf in the Gold Cup at Ascot. 
No one who ever saw him win that race could ever 
forget it. English turfmen were ready to shed tenrs of 
sorrow. 

Regalia, the Oak’s Victrix of the previous year, 
and Breadalbunu, the best horse of his year other than 
Gladiateur, were the only pair inclined to try conclu¬ 
sions with the triple winner, and they might as well 
have remained in Iheir stables, or we may say, had 
better so have remained. The two best English horses 
tried to make this wonder gallop for two miles and were 
then left behind at every stride, Gladiateur winning by 
many lengths, anyhow, from Regalia who had Breadal- 
bane beaten as badly as she herself was. He then retired 
to the stud, being bought by the late renowned horse 
breeder, Blcnkiron, of Eltham. As a producer of race 
horses he was an utter failure, and strange to say, every 
other horse of his year except the two Stock wells, Bread- 
albaue, and Bromielaw, have never produced anything 
that could either go fast or stay. Gladiateur was literally 
a lengthy horse—he was loug necked to a degree—was 
long backed and long barrelled—and had a very lengthy 
stride. He was by Monurque outof Miss Gladiator, 
and Mr. Belmont aud General Withers have some of 
his slock in this country, but they have not done 
much. With the name of Gladiateur must ever be 
associated that of Jimmy Grimshaw, w ho rode him iu 
every race and has long since gone to the happy hunt¬ 
ing grounds. He will be uldc to remount his famed 
steer! und win laurels on tile race courses, if there be 
any such, in that land of promise. 


Birds of North America. 

The first of these articles which we give our readers 
is compiled from Plate VI. in No. 2 of the Birds of 
North America, noted in our last issue, and any subse¬ 
quent articles will be from the same source. We will 
take a plate and tell its story to our readers as well as 
lame words can tell of the moving scenes of flood and 
field. 

The ground work of" our picture is the wide reach of 
a river; in the middle distance are the green wooded 
banks of the stream which gradually stretches away 
from us till in the far distance the blue bills blend into 
each other. In the immediate foreground are a brace 
of blue-winged teal (anas querquedula discors) in a 
tremendous hurry—they are fleeing for dear life, and 
with wild, discordant quacks arc hurrying away from 
tlie scene of carnnge, for such it i9. A small squad of 
piu-tailed duck (A. dafila acuta) were about to settle 
down beside the teal when a sudden whizzing noise is 
heard; with the whiz comes the shock of a rushing 
body, and the terrible peregrine (Falco peregrinus) 
has the old drake pin-talc quivering in his deadly tul- 
lons. This forms the centerpiece of the plate, and is 
most vivid. The dark flashing eye of the falcon, the 
bright, piteous glance of the stricken drake, the droop¬ 
ing feet and wings of the latter, and the buoyant carriage 
of the former. In the upper mid-distance are the fugi¬ 
tive remainder of the pin-tail squad, whilst below the 
centerpiece we see the rumps of a brace of duck who 
prefer “going under" to running the risk of meeting 
any more errant peregrines. 


The Nautical Gazette —a paper that pretends to 
know something on nautical and yachting matters—has 
done us the honor of mentioning us in its columns. 
The cause of this honor is ostensibly that two of itB ar¬ 
ticles were by some misfortune copied solid in our is¬ 
sue of the 4th of December, and were by a more terrible 
fate not credited to the Gazette. Upon this basis Ibe 
Jove that “nods” in the office of the Nautical, aroused 
himself to hurl a thunderbolt at us. We say “the Jove 
that nods,” because the fault was committed on the 4th 
of December, and the thunderbolt is let fly on the 19th 
of January. The Nautical’s Jove must have been 


somewhat like the Baal of Scripture, cither on a jour¬ 
ney or asleep, or else he must take a long time to 
evolve thunderbolts from his inner consciousness. 
Whatever may be the facts, however, the mountain of 
the Gazette has given birth, after six weeks of parturi¬ 
tion, to a very ridiculous little mouse. It calls us a 
looking glass. We are happy to be such, even though 
we do sometimes chance to reflect such a mis(in)formed 
creature as our honorable contemporary above men¬ 
tioned. People do look into a glass occasionally, but 
if possible they invariably avoid looking upon anything 
displeasing to the eye. For this reason, doubtless, it 
was that our English contemporary, Land and Water , 
failed to notice the articles in their original source, but 
yet saw them reflected in us. Let the Nautical Gazette 
congratulate itself, since by our means it bas had some 
of its labored efforts brought to the notice of the public, 
which otherwise would have been deprived of such wis- 
dom. _

from tho Denver News: 

“A party of Indians in the northwestern edge of the 
Middle Park, came upon a herd of buffalo the other 
day, and killed them all—forty-two in number. All 
they saved was the skins, leaving the meat to rot. Such 
waste of the game of the country ought lo be stopped, 
and the sooner the better.” 

It seems almost unnecessary to make any comment 
upon this statement, corroborated as it is by scores of 
reports from authentic sources, yet it is fully worthy 
of the attention of the lovers of the sport, and of men 
who make it an object in life to protect game, that 
they take such action as should preveut the too fre¬ 
quent recurrence of this unnecessary slaughter. Not 
only is “Lo” a scalp-raiser, but he ,ia also a wanton 
destroyer of that noble denizen of the far Western 
plains—the butliilo—ami unle ss some speedy action is 
taken, it will ni^be long before the entire race of this 
animal will be extinct. It behooves the members of

the various sporting clubs-4rf the several States, to take 
action upon llm, and present such a memorial to the 
congressional bodies as shall serve to put—if not a 
quietus, at leastshall to some extent prevent the whole¬ 
sale butchery of this animal, as has been done for 
some lime past. Let it be a united action, ami let it 
be agitated and pushed at once, or before a decade bas 
passed the skeleton of the buffalo will be almost as 
rare as that of tbc mastodon. 

Announcement of “Centennial” Colt and Stal¬ 
lion Races.

His Experience Among the Grangers. 

Pkjua, Ohio, January 85. 

To Thk Field: —Now that the law huB again laid its 
relentless grasp upon us, we have plenty of time to 
meditate upon past victories aud defeats. The less we 
say about the defeats the belter, as they are “too nu¬ 
merous to mention.” Although the quail have not 
been so plentiful this season us we have seen them, 
still we have ho reason to complain, aud some vic¬ 
tories to brag of. Messrs. Neal & Prouty, of Colum¬ 
bus, and Mr. Eastlmm, of Bradford, in two days’ shoot¬ 
ing over six dogs brought to bag 215 quail, 1G squirrels 
aud 3 rabbits; this we consider very good, all things 
taken into consideration. Messrs. Sowers and Hamil¬ 
ton, of Bradford, have also made some very fair bags 
of quail. One of*the above named gentlemen, Mr. S., 
bas recently added a very fine Gordon setter dog to his 
large stock of canines. The dog in question is from 
the well-known kennels of Mr. Stoddard, of Dayton. 

Mr. Patterson, of Chicago, who has been spending the 
season at Jonesboro, Ind., has dually made up his 
miud that Indiana grangers are not the most pleasant 
class of people in the universe to deal with; having 
hunted for several weeks in the vicinity of Jonesboro, 
he condtided to chaugc his stamping ground, conse¬ 
quently ne repaired to a faVmer's a few miles south of 
Dunkirk, Iud. Game was reported plenty, and Patter- 
sou was happy; his first evening was spent in getting 
his traps ail iu good condition for a big hunt on the 
morrow. Sunrise found him eating his breakfast, aud 
ready for an early start; in Lhe meantime he had turned 
his dogs Jack and Dash loose in the yard. Presently 
the sharp crack of a ritte was heard, aud on opening 
the door poor Dash was seeu coming down the road on 
three legs, as the other leg was disabled by a gun-shot 
wound in the shoulder. Mr. P. at once turned surgeon, 
and with jack-knife in hand succeeded in extracting 
the ball; the wound is not considered fatal, aud hopes 
are entertained fur the dog’s recovery. Mr. P. at¬ 
tempted to investigate the matter, and his efforts met 
with the following result, seeing a man coming up the 
road with a gun, Patterson approached him with: 

“Do you know who shot my dog?' 

“Yes sir, l did.” 

“What did you do it for?" 

"Because be was over thar in my field tryin’ to catch 
my sheep.” 

' f Tbe next morning Mr. Patterson might have been 
seen wending his way to the depot vowing vengeance 
on ail Hoosier grangers. The same day he arrived at 
Jonesboro a wiser but a sadder man. We have been 
credibly informed that this same Dunkirk granger man 
has a kind of a mania for shooting spotted dogs, as he 
terms them. Last seasou, a sportsman from this city 
was hunting near where Mr. Patterson’s Dash was 
shot, and this same farmer drew up hisgUD to shoot the 
sportsman’s favorite dog. About this time the Piqua 
man stepped from behind a tree and drew a bead on 
Mr. Granger with the remark: 

"Now, you shoot if you think best!" 

“Oh! no, beg your pardon, that is not the dog I 
thought it was.” 

We cannot fiud language to express our opinion of 
that farmer—or at least we do not want to in the col¬ 
umns of a respectable journal. 

The farmers in this vicinity are very severe on sports¬ 
men but we have never yet in all our hunting found 
one so mean as the one above spoken of. One benefi¬ 
cial effect the “No Hunting" signs have had—they have 
undoubtedly preserved a great many of the birds. The 
weather the past season bas also been, generally speak¬ 
ing, very unfavorable tor hunting, and we incline to the 
opmion that there has been a great many birds li ft 
over, consequently we can reasonably expect good 
shooting next seasou. 

The nrsl part of the week we spent in the thriving 
little Hoosier city of Logansport; we gathered the fol¬ 
lowing items duringour short stay: We first dropped 
into the Murdock billiard hall and were surprised at 
the general appearance of the place. The hall is 
furnished with seven very tine tables and all the 
modern improvements—it seems to be the favorite re¬ 
sort for all the knights of the cue in the city, and dur¬ 
ing our stay all the tables were occupied, and Dan An¬ 
drus, the proprietor, was smiling and happy. Well, 
Dan deserves to be well patroni/.ed, for he furnished 
Logansport with the first, and only first-class billiard 
hall she ever had. 

We next went to Dolan’s Opera House to see Kelly 
& Leon’s minstrels. Of the Opera House building, we 
have not time nor space to speak in this letter, suffice 
it to say that it is a fine building, well furnished 
throughout, and stands as a monument to the energy 
and euti rprise of Mr. Dolan, its owner and builder. 

I he troupe above spoken of is sicoud to noue, and 
gave a first-class entertainment to an overflowing 
house, with the ladies’ predominating; from here they 


go to Danville, Ill. There are other places of amuse¬ 
ment, and resort in Logansport, of which we may speak 
at Borne future time. 

One other place, however, we are obliged to notice. 
Being away from home, and missiug our accustomed 
Field, we stepped into the leading news stand and 
book store of Mr. Qualey and asked Mr. Qualey “Do 
you keep The Field?” “No Sir.” “Why, this is very 
strange; we understand that you carry the largest 
and best selected stock of books and papers in the city, 
and still you do not keep the only sporting journal 
published in the West, and a journal tub that bus no 
superiors of it's kind in the Slates—why do vou uot 
keep it?” “I have been thinking of it, uml w ill here¬ 
after include it iu my Chicago order.” “Do so, and 
my word for it, that if you have any sportsmen in your 
city, you will soon find that The Field will be "duly 
appreciated by them, for how can they help ii?”

nual lteport. 

Resolved, That the Secretary be requested to furnish 
a copy of the foregoing resolutions to lhe President of 
the Senate, and to the Speaker of the Assembly, and 
ill at those ollicers be requested to lay the same before 
their respective branches of the Legislature. 

Col. It. M. Strong, of Barabuo, introduced the fol¬ 
lowing resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That Messrs. Bailey, Mayer and Welch be 
aud they arc hereby appointed a committee to codify 
the game aud fish laws of Wisconsin, general and lo¬ 
cal, aud to report the same to the next adjourned meet¬ 
ing. 

Treasurer Corning made his unnual report, which 
was accepted and placed on file. 

It. was determined to poslone the election of officers 
for the ensuing year until the adjourned meeting of the 
Association, lo be held at the Capitol on the Uth day of 
February next.
